So It turns out now that Lieut. -Col. 'then 
MaJ.) James Devcreux and the marine garri- 
son on Wake Island didn't send that radio 
request for "more Japs." 

There Is yet no Indication ol the message's 
source. It's most unlikely that it was circu- 
lated na a Joke, for Heaven knows the Ameri- 
can people and their armed forces weren't 
feeling Jovlnl Jn December of 1041. More like- 
ly It was an Instantaneous and Inspired bit of 
propaganda designed to bolster morale and 
typify the American spirit In the face of 
difficulties. 

It was a courageous, audacious mes.'iage 
— but it wasn't as complimentary as Intended. 
The marines on Wake showed a bravery that 
equaled and surpassed the sentiment ot the 
message tlicy didn't send. But it was a des- 
perate and doomed bravery. 

Overwhelmed by superior force and supe- 
rior equipment, they weren't foolhardy 
enough to radio for more Japs. But It Is evi- 
dent from Colonel Devereux's story that they 
considerably reduced the number of Japs 
confronting them In spite of frightful odds, 
and would have kept on doing so as long as 
thero was a man left to fire a gun If their 
commanding officer had permitted It. As It 
was. Colonel Devercux had to give the cease 
firing order three times before It waa heeded. 

Perhaps "Send us more Japs" served Its 
purpose In 1041. It showed the quality of our 
compajBtlTB handful of Pacific defenders. It 
gave to m at homo a moment of pride and 
cheer. It exemplified, for oil the fictional, 
melodramatic bravado ao out of key with 
ths true situation, the spirit which was so 
, evident all along the bitter road to victory. 
There came a time when our men could 
perhaps call foe more Japs. But before it 
wme there murt have been many times when 
real cry was "Bend ua more men and guns 
and planes and ships." 

That request surely was In the minds and 
on the lips of Wake's defenders. And because 
It could not bo granted, there were AmerlcatiB 
■who died needlessly and tragically there and 
at other Pacific outposts, or died a slower 
and more painful death in Jap prison camps, 
or survived the enemy's torture and starva- 
tion for nearly four years. 

Bo "Send us more Japs" wlU not go Into the i , - 

history books wlUi other military epigrams 
But history will record the true AmcrlcM. ' 
situation In the Pacific In December, 1041 
And that situation will be, or should be. re- 
membered by all of us when the inevitable 
agitation for a small army and navy and a 
small military budget begins again. 

It wlU be, or should be, remembered by our 
military leaders when opposition to n unified 
command increases, and pleas are heard for 
continuing the separate services whose con- 
fusion, conflict and lax operation led to the 
horrible awakening at Pear] Harbor and the 
urgent necessity of uniting as a team to save 
the country.

Things haven't been going 
In fact tticy've reached a point 
which Impels the London Dally mall 
Bay: "It has becomo clear tliat 
! first meeting ot the council of 
foreign ministers haa not aueceeded. 

Before tho delegates disperse 
some face saving formula no doubt 
will bo devised to cover their actlvl- 

That Isn't very cheering. However, 
there's more than that to tho story. 
I think wo must tako Into consider- 
ation that tho council Is only en- 
countering difficulties which long 
had been foreseen. We have known 
that Just such crlsca were bound to 
arise In the remaking of Europe— 
a fact that haa been discussed oltcn 
enough In this column. 

Our hope has been, not that these 
critical situations could be avoided
